For Sinners 
By Clint H. Denman 
Once more Luke stands alone 
among the Gospel writers in a 
message of great worth to the 
Christian world as he presents to 
us the fifteenth chapter of his 
Gospel. 
It would be a much poorer world 
than the one in which we live to­ 
day had there been no fifteenth 
chapter of Luke with its wonderful 
parables of the Lost Sheep, the 
Lost Coin, the Lost Son. The first 
and second of these parables are 
considered in our current lesson 
study, the third will be used in a 
later lesson. 
This great chapter opens with 
the words, “Now the tax collectors 
and sinners were all drawing near 
to hear him. And the Pharisees and 
the scribes murmured. 
saying, 
‘This man receives sinners and 
eats with them.’ ” 
One of the earliest criticisms 
which tile Pharisees and scribes 
and other 
h i g h 
churchmen 
launched against Jesus was that he 
associated with the common peo­ 
ple, especially with sinners. This 
criticism continued and grew until 
it burst in all its fury upon the 
kind and loving Savior 
through 
the agonizing suffering upon a 
Roman cross. 
So persistent had these religious 
leaders been in their criticism of 
Jesus and so m arked 
was 
the 
cleavage between the ceremonial 
righteous and those outside the 
prevailing law of the church that 
even those shut out of God's favor 
by these leaders had come to be­ 
lieve 
themselves 
unworthy 
o f 
God's love and care. Hence, when 
Jesus came and received them, a 
new day dawned for them—they 
flocked to hear his assuring words, 
to receive his bounteous ministra­ 
tions and to bask in his blessed 
jiresence.

SCRIPTURE — Luke 15: 1-10. 
Memory Selection — “The Son off 
man came to seek and to save the 
lost.” Luke 19: IO. 


Luke represents Jesus as meet­ 
ing the criticism of his enemies by 
relating the parables as given in 
our lesson text. 
The first is the parable of the 
Lost Sheep, in which the shejiherd 
is represented as seeking until he 
finds the one sheep of his flock 
of IOO. Finding the lost sheep and 
restoring it to the flock required 
long and persistent toil and per­ 
sonal suffering. 
But the sacrifice 


of time and effort was given in 
order to save the lost animal, an 
object of personal property, one of 
a hundred. 
In the other parable Jesus tells 
about the woman losing one of the 
ten coins or pieces of silver which 
composed her m arriage necklace. 
This necklace corresponded to the 
present-day wedding ring. It de­ 
noted marriage. To lose the neck­ 
lace or part of it was considered a 
breach of honor. But, for the sake 
of her reputation, the woman seeks 
deligently until she finds the lost 
coin, one of ten. 
Saving a lost sheep or a lost coin 
is far less important than saving 
one of God’s humanity that gets 
lost, and finding and restoring a 
lost man. woman or child requires 
far greater effort and more intense 
suffering. Such searching and suf­ 
fering for lost humanity was the 
work of Jesus and it continued un­ 
ceasingly until it ended on the hill­ 
top of Calvary. 
When the lost one is a member 
of our family, a dear friend or as­ 
sociate, then we realize how very 
important it is that that one is 
found and restored to favor with 
God and man. With Jesus and his 
followers finding and saving any 
lost person is imjrortant and a 
duty. 
Many of the religious leaders in 
the time of Jesus thought of God 
only as the Creator of the world, 
the Judge of all men, the Father 
of the faithful, the good and the 
righteous. 
Jesus revealed God as tho Fath­ 
er of all humanity—willing to per­ 
mit people to go their own way if 
they were determined to do so, to 
reject his love and guidance, to get 
lost in sin, but still their Father, 
ready and willing to search for 
them until found. 
Jesus gave the world a picture of 
God engaged in a tremendous job 
—saving humanity from sin. The 
job is still a tremendous one—one 
that only our Heavenly Father, 
his blessed Son our Savior and all 
Christian jreople can do. 
When 
we contemplate h o w 
strongly entrenched is sin. how 
many of God’s children are lost in 
sin, how many 
are 
debauching 
themselves in sinful indulgences, 
how many seem beyond redemp­ 
tion—then the task seems hopeless. 
But when we consider how many 
millions of sinning, lost humanity 
have been found and restored to 
God’s presence and favor, then we 
can know that “The Lord’s arm is 
not shortened that it cannot save” 
and that his Blessed Son “ came to 
seek and to save the lost.”

Letter from Bulganin 
Reported as Proposal 
For Friendship Treaty 
WASHINGTON (TP) — The heart 
of Soviet Prem ier Bulganin’s let­ 
ter to President Eisenhower is re­ 
ported to be a proposal for a trea­ 
ty of friendship between Russia 
and the United States, coupled 
with the suggestion that this would 
promote world peace. 
United States officials are stud­ 
ying this latest Soviet move ser­ 
iously but skeptically. They feel 
it is almost certainly a propagan­ 
da maneuver. 
Bulganin is understood to have 
proposed a pact pledging the Un­ 
ited States and the Soviet Union 
to settle differences w ithin the 
framework of the United Nations 
Charter and to avoid interference 
in each other’s internal affairs 
This latest Moscow* initiative is 
puzzling to diplomats. Just last 
year Russia canceled somewhat si­ 
milar treaties with G reat Britain 
and France in angry protest over 
formation of the Western Euro­ 
pean Union.

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Handy Livestock Holding Plan 


E very livestock farm er needs a 
handy, practical place w here he 
sort, spray, hold, load, 
can 
or 
w eigh livestock. Extension agri­ 
cultural engineers at the U niversi­ 
ty of M issouri have designed such 
a unit and several M issouri farm ­ 
ers now have them in use on their 
farm s. 
The holding and loading chute 
pictured above are parts of that 
unit. 
Made w ith tw o-by-fours 
bolted together, the head-holding 
device is of the sim plest design 
yet is very effective. 
It can be made in the farm 
shop, then anchored in place by 
bolting to upright posts. The side 
gate to the holding chute is for 
easy access to an anim al after its 
head is fastened. Also, it is for 
release of the animal. The holding 
and loading chute is arranged so 
that the sam e squeeze area and al­ 


ley can be used for each. 
Location of the unit to fit in­ 
to the farm stead setup is most im ­ 
portant, say the engineers. 
The 
holding and loading chute should 
be accessible from the farm ’s ser­ 
vice court so that it will not be 
necessary to go through lots to 
reach it. Also, it should be con­ 
nected to one or more 
lots for 
convenience in getting livestock 
to and from the chute. Many tim es 
scales can be built in connection 
so that livestock can be weighed 
from the service court. 
Plans giving 
dimensions 
and 
other inform ation for construction 
of the unit are available. Also, the 
plan gives suggested ways of fit­ 
ting the unit in w ith the farm ­ 
stead. These plans are available at

For Sinners 
By Clint H. Denman 
Once more Luke stands alone 
among the Gospel writers in a 
message of great worth to the 
Christian world as he presents to 
us the fifteenth chapter of his 
Gospel. 
It would be a much poorer world 
than the one in which we live to­ 
day had there been no fifteenth 
chapter of Luke with its wonderful 
parables of the Lost Sheep, the 
Lost Coin, the Lost Son. The first 
and second of these parables are 
considered in our current lesson 
study, the third will be used in a 
later lesson. 
This great chapter opens with 
the words, ‘‘Now the tax collectors 
and sinners were all drawing near 
to hear him. And the Pharisees and 
the scribes murmured, 
saying. 
This man 
receives sinners and 
eats with them.’ ” 
One of the earliest criticisms 
which the Pharisees and scribes 
and other 
h i g h 
churchmen 
launched against Jesus was that he 
associated with the common peo­ 
ple, especially with sinners. This 
criticism continued and grew until 
it burst in all its fury upon the 
kind and loving Savior 
through 
the agonizing suffering upon a 
Roman cross. 
So persistent had these religious 
leaders been in their criticism of 
Jesus and so marked 
was 
the 
cleavage between the ceremonial 
righteous and those outside the 
prevailing law of the church that 
even those shut out of God's favor 
by these leaders had come to be­ 
lieve 
themselves 
unworthy 
o f 
God’s love and care. Hence, when 
Jesus came and received them, a 
new da)' dawned for them—they 
flocked to hear his assuring words, 
to receive his bounteous ministra­ 
tions and to bask in his blessed 
presence.

FOR JANUARY 29. 1956 


SCRIPTURE — Luke 15: 1-10. 
Memory Selection — “The Son of 
man came to seek and to save the 
lost.” Luke 19: 10. 


Luke represents Jesus as meet­ 
ing the criticism of his enemies by 
relating the parables as given in 
our lesson text. 
The first is the parable of the 
Lost Sheep, in which the shepherd 
is represented as seeking until he 
finds the one sheep of his flock 
of 100. Finding the lost sneep and 
restoring it to the flock required 
long and persistent toil and per­ 
sonal suffering. 
But the sacrifice 


of time and effort was given in 
order to save the lost animal, an 
object of personal property, one of 
a hundred. 
In the other parable Jesus tells 
about the woman losing one of the 
ten coins or pieces of silver which 
composed her marriage necklace. 
This necklace corresponded to the 
present-day wedding ring. It de­ 
noted marriage. To lose the neck­ 
lace or part of it was considered a 
breach of honor. But, for the sake 
of her reputation, the woman seeks 
deligently until she finds the lost 
coin, one of ten. 
Saving a lost sheep or a lost coin 
is far less imjjortant than saving 
one of God’s humanity that gets 
lost, and finding and restoring a 
lost man. woman or child requires 
far greater effort and more intense 
suffering. Such searching and suf­ 
fering for lost humanity was the 
work of Jesus and it continued un­ 
ceasingly until it ended on the hill­ 
top of Calvary. 
When the lost one is a member 
of our family, a dear friend or as­ 
sociate, then we realize how very 
important it is that that one is 
found and restored to favor with 
God and man. With Jesus and his 
followers finding and saving any 
lost person is imjxmtant and a 
duty. 
Many of the religious leaders in 
the time of Jesus thought of God 
only as the Creator of the world, 
the Judge of all men, the Father 
of the faithful, the good and the 
righteous. 
Jesus revealed God as the Fath­ 
er of all humanity—willing to per­ 
mit people to go their own way if 
they were determined to do so. to 
reject his love and guidance, to get 
lost in sin, but still their Father, 
ready and willing to search for 
them until found. 
Jesus gave the world a picture of 
God engaged in a tremendous job 
—saving humanity from sin. The 
job is still a tremendous one—one 
that only our Heavenly Father, 
his blessed Son our Savior and all 
Christian people can do. 
When 
we contemplate h‘ o w 
strongly entrenched is sin. how 
many of God's children are lost in 
sin. how many 
are 
debauching 
themselves in sinful indulgences, 
how many seem beyond redemp­ 
tion-then the task seems hopeless. 
But when we consider how many 
millions of sinning, lost humanity 
have been found and restored to 
God’s presence and favor, then we 
can know that “The Lord’s arm is 
not shortened that it cannot save” 
and that his Blessed Son “ came to 
seek and to save the lost.”

Letter from Bulganin 
Reported as Proposal 
For Friendship Treaty 


WASHINGTON (/P) 
— The heart 
of Soviet Prem ier Bulganin’s let­ 
ter to President Eisenhower is re­ 
ported to be a proposal for a trea­ 
ty of friendship between Russia 
and the United States, coupled 
with the suggestion that this would 
promote world peace. 
United States officials are stud­ 
ying this latest Soviet move ser­ 
iously but skeptically. They feel 
it is almost certainly a propagan­ 
da maneuver. 
Bulganin is understood to have 
proposed a pact pledging the U n­ 
ited States and the Soviet Union 
to settle differences within the 
framework of the United Nations 
Charter and to avoid interference 
in each other’s internal affairs 
This latest Moscow initiative is 
puzzling to diplomats. Just last 
year Russia canceled somewhat si­ 
m ilar treaties w ith G reat Britain 
and France in angry protest over 
formation of the Western Euro­ 
pean Union. The WEU is part of

West Germany is being rearmed 
as a member both of WEU and the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion.

The eve of April 16 will see a

Handy Livestock Holding Plan 


Every livestock farm er needs a 
handy, practical place where he 
can sort, spray, hold, load, or 
weigh livestock. Extension agri­ 
cultural engineers at the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri have designed such 
a unit and several Missouri farm ­ 
ers now have them in use on their 
farms. 
The holding and loading chute 
pictured above are parts of that 
unit. 
Made with two-by-fours 
bolted together, the head-holding 
device is of the simplest design 
yet is very effective. 
It can be made in the farm 
shop, then anchored in place by 
bolting to upright posts. The side 
gate to the holding chute is for 
easy access to an animal after its 
head is fastened. Also, it is for 
release of the animal. The holding 
and loading chute is arranged so 
that the same squeeze area and al­ 


ley can be used for each. 
Location of the unit to fit in­ 
to the farmstead setup is most im­ 
portant, say the engineers. 
The 
holding and loading chute should 
be accessible from the farm ’s ser­ 
vice court so that it will not be 
necessary to go through lots to 
reach it. Also, it should be con­ 
nected to one or more 
lots for 
convenience in getting livestock 
to and from the chute. Many times 
scales can be built in connection 
so that livestock can be weighed 
from the service court. 
Plans giving 
dimensions 
and 
other information for construction 
of the unit are available. Also, the 
plan gives suggested ways of fit­ 
ting the unit in with the farm ­ 
stead.

For income tax purposes you are 
not required to file a return it 
your gross income in 1955 was less 
than $600, or if you are 65 or old­ 
er and had less than $1,200 gross 
income. But if you had income 
from self-employment of S400 or 
more, the return must be filed for 
social security tax purposes. 
Don’t forget that tax on salary 
or wages may have been withheld 
during the year by your employ­ 
er, even if your income was less 
than $600, and the only way to 
get it back is to file a tax return. 
Advantage of Joint Returns 
A common mistake is the tiling 
of a separate return by a wife who 
had a small income. If the wife 
files a separate return, she is not 
permitted to file another return 
jointly with her husband, nor is 
her husband allowed to claim an 


exemption for the wife 
on his 
separate return. 
Most m arried couples will save 
money by filing a joint return, as 
this “splits” their income to put 
them in the same 
bracket as 
though each of them had receiv­ 
ed half the total income. 
There are unusual cases, howev­ 
er, such as those involving capital 
losses, in which separate returns 
might result in a saving. If this 
is a possibility, it is best, to figure 
both jointly and separately before 
deciding which way to file. 
The instructions that come with 
your tax forms give further in­ 
formation. Help is also available 
from the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice, which urges you to consult 
a properly qualified advisor if you 
need outside assistance.

D uring his term 
only six acquittals w ere returned 
out of 128 cases prosecuted. His 
enviable record, in office paved 
the w ay for his election as attorn­ 
ey general of M issouri in 1904. 
3. How did he first win nation­ 
al recognition? 
A. As attorney general from 19- 
05 to 1909, he successfully prose­ 
cuted the S tandard Oil Company 
Com pany for violation of Missou­ 
ri’s an ti-tru st laws, 
won 
suits 
against the harvester and lum ber 
trusts, prosecuted eighteen rail­ 
road com paneis, and settled w ith­ 
out suit an insurance case involv­ 
ing seventy-nine companies. 
His 
record in office again paved the 
w ay for his election as governor 
of M issouri in 1908. 
4. What was his later political 
career? 
A. From 1909 to 1913 ho served 
as the first Republican governor 
since 1873. He fought for clean 
elections.

A. Considerations of health in ­ 
duced him to become a professor 
of law at the U niversity of Colo­ 
rad o a n 1917. He became chancel­ 
lor of W ashington U niversity in 
1923, w here he rem ained until his 
death in 1927. He prepared and 
published a report of the N ation­ 
al Crime Commission on reform in 
crim inal procedures and was one 
of the authors of the 
M issouri 
Crim e Survey. He was largely re­ 
sponsible for the preparation of 
the Council of the Am erican Law 
Institute of a model code of crim ­ 
inal procedure.
